Labor To-day 


Union there is a sudden change in the course of events in Winni¬ 
peg before the beginning of next week, Victoria will find herself in 
the throes of a strike almost general In character, according to Uu 
itatements of responsible labor leaders to^iay. While only those on¬ 
ions affiliated with the Metal Trades Council have so far decided to 
quit work at ten o'clock on Monday, it is said that other unions will 
reverse their previous stand and declare for a walk out mainly as a 
protest against the action of the Federal Government respecting ar¬ 
rested Winnipeg strike leaders. It is claimed further that the Metal 
Trades Council includes sufficient unions to cause a walk-out which 
would be extensive in character. The tie-up began to-day, when 300 
boilermakers laM down their tools. 


There !■ no doubt bowfvir general 
the strike may tie that Its real cause 
Is what la considered by pinion men to 
be the unfair action of Ole Govern¬ 
ment in refusing certain of the Winni¬ 
peg strike leaders a trtat tn the rirtt 
courts. When local'labor voted on the 
sympathetic strike Issue before, thd 
(i.- i.ik>n made was against a walk¬ 
out That decision, however, was 
m-4 l» under extraordinary circum¬ 
stances.

His tenure of both offices undoubtedly will be only for a short 
time, bat he is accustomed to that, having held the poeition of Presi¬ 
dent of the National Assembly for a brief period, being supplanted 
by Konstantin Fehrenbach.

I Great Disorder in Manitoba Capital; One Person U,v 
officially Reported Killed and Three Injured; Street 
Car Burnett Before City Hall 

Winnipeg, June 21.—During disorder* here this afternoon Mayor 
Gray read the Kiot Act. Later c o ns tab l es of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police and mounted militia charged mobs in the streets three 
times. Missiles were thrown by strikers. 

A street car was wrecked by the ndb in front of the City Hall 
ind set on fire. 

It has been unofficially reported that one person was killed and 
three injured in tbs rioting. The casualties occurred when the police 
fired into the crowd. ’ , '
